SCIENTIFICS FROM SOUTH 
CAROLINA PRESENT. 


[FROM OUR SPECIAL REPORTER ] 
VoLCANIC REGION, RUTH- 
ERFORD Co., Marh 21, 
VIA SALISBURY, March 23. 


I have just returned from an ex- 
tensive exploration of Stone and 
Bald Mountains to roost forthe night 
at Chimney Rock, foot of Bald 
Mountain. On Stone Mountain I 
met a number of scientifics from 
South Carolina College, including 
the State Geologist from that State. 
IT experienced the shocks and con- 
vulsions on both Motntains, but they 
were most severe on Stone Moun- 
tain, which is really the seat of the 
voleanie disturbances. I have an in- 
terview to-night with the scientifics, 
and will return to the Mountain again 
to-morrow, Sunday. The people are 
much excited and alarmed. W.

It NEVER RAINS BuT IT POURS.,”’ 
—Yesterday morning the Public 
Treasurer was served with a notice 
to appear at the next term of the Su- 
perior Court of this county and defend 
a suit which has been instituted by 
H. P. C. Wilson, trustee for some 
Northern bondholders, to compel him 
to pay the interest on old bonds, under 
act of 1868. J. W. Graham, Esq., of 
Hillsboro, is the Attorney for the 
plaintiff. In order that our readers 
may have a clearer idea of the nature 
of the suit, we append the act under 
which it is brought: 


‘‘AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE PAY- 
MENT OF THE INTEREST OF THE 
LAWFUL DEBT OF THE STATE. 


SECTION 1. The General Assembly 
of North Carolina do enact, That in- 
terest on the bonds dated before May 
20th, 1861, and since May 20th, 1865, 
whether the latter are or shall be is- 
sued under authority of the late pro- 
visional or pas permanent gov- 
ernment, falling due on the Ist day 
of October, 1868, and on the Ist day 
of January, 1869, andat any time sub- 
sequent thereto, shall be paid bY the 
Public Treasurer, or in New York, 
according to the stipulation contain- 
ed in the bonds, in cash. 

‘Sec. 2. The Pubiiec Treasurer is 
hereby authorized and directed to - 
ply towards such payments, not only 
receipts from taxes and other sonrces, 
but any dividends and income accru- 
ing from the railroad companies or 
other internal improvement corpora- 
tions in which the State is or may be 
interested, and he is authorized to dis- 
pose of in such manner as may be 
best for the interests of the State, any 
of said dividends not declared or paid 
in national currency. 

“See. 3. When it may become nec- 
essary toraise money forthe pur- 
poses aforesaid, in advance of receipts 
from taxes or otherwise, the Publie 
‘Treasurer as aforesaid, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Gov- 
ernor, is authorized to negotiate tem- 
porary loans, not exceeding the 
amount required to carry out the 
provisions of this Act, and for aterm 
not exceeding ninety days, and to 
pledge forthe payment thereof all 
the Revenues of the State, including 
dividends from corporations and in- 
terest therein, and the taxes there- 
after receivable. 

‘Sec. 4. This Act shallbein force 
from and after its ratification. 

‘‘Ratified the 19th day of August, 
1868,’? 

Suit after suit is being piled on our 
poor old State, made bankrupt by the 
reckless rascality and rapacity of the 
Republican party.

{From our special correspondent. 
The Placid Little City of Kinston 
and the Old Port of Newbern. 

Our special correspondent has re- 
cently visited Kinston and Newbern, 
and he thus discourses : 

‘‘After our attendance upon Wayne 
Court,at Goldsboro, we travelled over 
the Atlantic and North Carolina 
Railroad, a distance of twenty-five 
miles, to the tranquil burgh of Kin- 
ston, which has a population of 1200 
inhabitants, and is situated upon the 
famous Neuse. 

‘*The most recent topics of munici- 
pal interest are the organization of a 
fire company and two brass bands by 
the young ladies and gentlemen, 
respectively, and the temperance 
question. ‘The motive cause for the 
organization of the fire company was 
the occurrence of several conflagra- 
tions in the town a short time since 
on the same day. The insurance 
agents enjoyed the ravages of the fiery 
demon, and rejoiced in the general 
transition of policies which flew the 
mails likea gang of turkey buzzards 
after a dead carcass. The members 
of the brass bands are assiduous in 
their practice under a proficient in 
the art, and afford the citizens of 
Kinston cause for congratulation 
upon the prospect of soon hearing 
‘*the sounding brass and tinkling 
cymbal.’’ 

‘‘From the present state of public 
sentiment in regard to the election, 
shortly to occur, upon the subject of 
the prohibitory liquor law, we are 
strongly impressed with the proba- 
bility that the banner of temperance 
will soon encircle within its folds 
the doomed city of fifteen bar-rooms. 

‘‘From Kinston we sped on our way 
to the old city of Newbern, situated 
at the confluence of the Neuse and 
Trent. Our eyes being generally ac- 
customed tothe confined limits of 
Crabtree Creek and the Rock Quarry, 
we beheld with unfeigned delight 
the broad Neuse flowing toward the 
great Atlantic, distantin a direct line 
not more than thirty miles from this 
point. Looking down this expanse 
of water, which widens from one 


and a half miles at its junction with | 


the Trent to nine miles at its mouth, 
and which floats upon its bosom ves- 
sels of sufficient capacity to carry 
from four to five thousand barrels of 
solid freight, we could scarcely real- 
ize the fact of its being nothing more 
than a mere rivulet at Raleigh. 

‘‘On several evenings we essayed to 
venture upon its surface in row boats. 
The first time we helped to ply the 
ears, but being a land lubber, lost our 
balance and fell sprawling in its bot- 
tom. On the second occasion some 
of our companions were advised not 
to make the effort, as a storm was 
brewing upon the river, but at our 
urgent solicitation carried us out 
upon the stream, where we were 
tossed in the cradle of the deep in as 
much of astate of exciting surprise 
as a little baby when rocked while in 
all the agonies of cramp cholie. 

‘Though not possessing the same 
aspect of commercial importance it 
did in years past, when the white 
winged birds of the sea lined the 
numerous Wharves and landed their 
cargoes fromthe West Indies and 
South America, it still carries on the 
shipping trade to some exient, trans- 
porting large amounts of cotton, 
naval stores and lumber to the ports 
of New York, Baltimore and Norfolk 
at regular intervals. 

‘““Newbern is the third oldest town 
in North Carolina, and is a centre of 
many historic facts. It has reared 
Within its limitsmany of the first men 
of our State, men who were noted for 
their statesmanship, sterling worth 
and patriotism. Her people are proud 
of the spot which gave birth to so 
many of North Carotina’s noblest 
sons, Influenced by their pride, and 
the lessons of their ancestors, they 
still preserve the reputation of the 
place for intelligence and culture as 
well as that whole-souled hospi- 
tality for which this portion of 
Eastern Carolina has been so long 
celebrated.”’

Messrs. Editors :—The friends of a 
reformed city government, who are 
members of any of the temperance 
organizations of Raleigh, are earnest- 
ly asked to consider a few plain facts. 

The action of the temperance cau- 
cus on Friday night has given unal- 
loyed pleasure to the Radical Ring 
who control and manipulate the gov- 
ernment and the finances of the city, 
and who expect by that action to be 
perpetuated in power. In the deter- 
mination of the probitionists to force 
a vote upon local option and prohi- 
bitory legislation they see that the 
hopes of the true reformers are rude- 
ly shaken, perhaps entirely destroy- 

oignantly disappointed the tax-pay- 
who had hoped for val- 
eabte aid from these temperance 
associations in their effort to purify 
and redeem the city government. 

The scenes in and around the 
market house on Christmas last, were 
a disgrace to the city and its officers ; 
but the remedy should be sought not 
in prohibitory legislation. It can 
only be found in an energetic re- 
formed city government. Prohibi- 
tion means, not that the liquor traffic 
shall be suppressed, but that it shall 
be relegated to law-breakers, instead 
of being carried on by respectable 
citizens. All reformers desire to 
remedy the evils of intemperance as 
far as practicable, but to attempt to 


suppress entirely the sale of liquors. 


in Raleigh is worse than useless. Is 
the experience of Boston, where the 
laws prohibit the sale of liquor, and 
yet where drunkeness abounds, and 
the traffic has never for a day been 
suspended, sufficiently encouraging 
to tempt us to follow in their 
Pharasaical attempt ‘‘to make clean 
the outside of the platter.”’ 

It is not the purpose of this article 
to discuss the subject with the pro- 
hibitionists, but to express what is 
conceived to be the sentiment of a 
large class of our citizens, who ur- 
gently feel the need of a reformed 
government and yet can not hope for 
success under the guidance of prohi- 
bitionists. What they do want isa 
Board of Commissioners, a@ Mayor 
and asystem of police that will give 
Raleigh an honest, economical gov- 
ernment, and who will not permit 
our chief thoroughfares to the 
play-ground of drunken rowdies, 
white or black. 

To attain this end, the tax-payers 
will cheerfully co-operate, vote and 
work with the temperance organiza- 
tions, and will ever solicit their aid.

They will vote for a fair proportion 
of temperance men as candidates, but 
they ask in return that their hands 
be not weakened and their efforts 
rendered futile by the rash action of 
the temperance men in forcing a vote 
in the township upon local option. 
It is no answer to say that the vote 
upon prohibition will be distinct from 
the vote for city officers. If the tem- 
perance men vote for the regular Re- 
ublican nominees, their cry for re- 
orm wiil be proven to be a blatant 
mockery. If they, in connection 
with a citizens’ meeting, nominate a 
ticket, it will necessarily and inevi- 
tably be the prohibition ticket, and 
will be defeated. What do the real 
reformers among the temperance men 
say? If the appeal in favor of a re- 
formed government is put aside for 
prohibition, it is sadly to be feared 
that the present city rulers,or men 
like them, will be placed in office, the 
government carried on towards ruin, 
and the tax-payers made to ‘‘pay the 
iper.’”’ And the temperance men 
will be held responsible. —

‘he compromise bill in the Senate 
is more fully explained elsewhere. 
It re-opens the whole subject,fand the 
vote settling the financial question, 
and giving a safe basis upon which 
prudent merchants could operate, 
seems to be indefinitely postponed, 
so far as the Senate is concerned. It 
is hoped that the House bill, which 
passed to-day, will be thrust down 
throat and choke off its 
blab. 

SENATE.—The New York Cotton 
Exchange memorialized against an 
inflation and for specie resumption. 
Several letters urged Congress to say 
whether it would inflate, contract or 
do nothing, saying that the present 
uncertainty has paralyzed the Spring 
business. 

The Committee on Finance report- 
ed a new bill as a substitute for the 
one pending for re-distribution of 
currency. It provides for free bank- 
ing and limits legal tender circula- 
tion. It is a compromise measure. 

Sherman, who reported the bill, 
said he gave his adhesion to some of 
its provisions with great reluctance. 
He will explain the points and bear- 
ings to-morrow. 

Morton spoke two hours in favor 
of inflation, after which a short run- 
ning debate took place and the Sen- 
ate adjourned. 

HovusE—Among the bills was one 
by Young, appropriating $10,000 for 
certain Georgia rivers ;

the Washington, Cincinnati and St. 
Louis Railroad to extend through the 
District of Columbia. 

The House passed by a two-thirds 
majority a bill reported from the 
Committee on Ways and Means, fix- 
ing the limit of legal tender notes at 
four hundred millions. Amend- 
ments, by two members of the Com- 
mittee, to fix the amount at three 
hundred and fifty-six millions, the 
present legal limit, and at three hun- 
dred and eighty-two millions, the 
amount actually in circulation, were 
defeated by majorities considerably 
over two-thirds. The representatives 
from the New England States and 
New York voted for the most part 
against the bill. Those from Penn- 
sylvania, the West and South gener- 
erally for the bill. 

The House also passed a bill for 
the removal of the Kickapoo and 
other Indian tribes from the borders 
of Texas and New Mexico to the In- 
dian Territory. .

“—_ the case of Espey, Heidleback 
& Co., a@ainst the First National 
Bank of Cincinnati, Ohio, to-day de- 
cided in the Supreme Court, a check 
drawn by ‘‘S’’ and ‘*M’’ on the bank 
for $26.50, in favor of ‘‘H’’ was raised 
to three thousand nine hundred and 
twenty dollars,and the payers, name 
changed to Espey, Heidleback & Co,, 
and offered to the latter by a stranger 
in payment for bonds and gold pur- 
chasad by him. Espey, Heidleback 
& Co., sent the check for information 
to the bank where the tel- 
ler repied, “Tt is good,’ or “‘its 
all right.’? Suit being brought by 
the Bank against Espey, Heidleback 
& Co,, the judgment was for the 
plaintiff, and on error to this Court, 
it is held first, that where money is 
paid on a raised check by mistake, 
neither party being in fault, the gen- 
eral rule is that it may be recovered 
back as paid without consideration. 
Second. But thatif either party has 
been guilty of negligence or careless- 
ness, by which the other has been 
injured, the negligent party must 
bear the loss. Third. That where a 
party to whom such a check is offered 
sends it tothe bank on which it is 
drawn for information, tle law pre- 
sumes that the bank has Knowledge 
of the drawer’s signature, and of the 
state of his account, and it 1s responsi- 
ble for what may be replied on these 
points. Fourth. That unless there is 
something in the terms in which 
information is asked that points the 
attention of the bank officer beyond 
these two matters, his response that 
the check is ee will be limited to 
them and will not extend to the gen- 
uineness of the filling in of the check 
as to payee or amount. Fifth. As to 
whether the endorsement of the word 
‘‘good,’’ with the officer’s initials 
under such circumstances would 
make the bank liable beyond the 
genuineness of the signature and 
possession of funds to meet the check 
certified. Querie. Sixth. Where the 
check is certified for the purpose 
known to the bank of giying it cred- 
it for negotiation or circulation to be 
used as money. and it is so passed 
into the hands of third persons, the 
bank would be bound, though the 
case might be otherwise, when it 
Was only certified to give the party 
presenting it assurance that it Was 
good for his own satisfaction in tak- 
ing it. Seventh. But it is clear that 
a verbal reply, nota check, is good, 
given for the information of the par- 
ty about to receive it extends only io 
matters of which the bank had 
knowledge, or is presumed to have 
by the law, unless he is told that 
more extended information is ex- 
pected or asked for as to the validity 
of the check. Mr. Juctice Miller de- 
livered the opinion. 

In the case of Burke against Gre- 
gon et a/., from the Supreme Court 
of Louisiana, in which the question 
was, Whether a sale of real estate 
made in pursuance of an order of the 
Provisional Court of Louisiana, was 
operative to pass title after the sur- 
render of the rebel forces in that dis- 
trict, when the terms of the order 
creating the Court limited its civil 
authority in the State. The Court 
answer in the affirmative, holding 
that notwithstanding the cessation 
of actual hostilities military rule pre- 
vailed in the city of New Orleans. 
and in the State,long after that event 
and after the sale in controversy. 
This fact is conclusive proof that the 
civil authority was not restored when 
the sale was ordered and the Provi- 
sional Court was in the rightful exer- 
cise of its authority. Mr. Justice 
Davis delivered the opinion.
